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PREFACE 


It is needless to say that this bibliography 
has been a labour of love. I am no biblio- 
grapher, but I surmise that though an 
amusing, it was not an easy task. ‘There 
are authors who from their boyhood have 
carefully treasured and annotated all they 
ever wrote, and the bibliographer need 
only apply to receive the full information 
he requires. I doubt if the most complete 
collection of Maurice Baring’s works is to be 
found on his own shelves. It may be even 
with something like astonishment that he 
recognises some of the obscurer works men- 
tioned in these pages. Many, as you see, 
were privately printed, written to amuse 
himself and his friends. 
_ Maurice Baring is a remarkably spon- 
taneous and a surprisingly various writer. 
He belongs to that class of writers who 
scatter largess as they go on their way. He 
has a pocket which is never empty. At a 
particular moment it may contain only three- 
penny bits; then it is a shower of those light 
little coins he throws. He isa serious author 
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who does not think it necessary to be always 
serious; a writer who trusts that if his best 
is good, it will not suffer from neighbouring 
trivialities meant to amuse friends and be 
forgotten. Even then, 


Among this huddling silver little worth, 
‘There comes a slip pure gold. 


I am glad Mr. Chaundy has undertaken 
this bibliography. Such authors are par- 
ticularly amusing to collect, and I also wel- 
come it because I have by no means the 
same confidence in Mr. Baring as an editor 
of his own work as I have in him as an author. 
He is too impatient, too little interested in 
playing that game of chess for reputation 
against ‘Time and the Public, over which 
some authors bend concentrated brows. I 
miss from his “‘ Collected Poems ” some of 
his early poems; I regret, for example, 
that those delightful “‘ Immoral Tales for 
Children” (Lhe Cambridge A.B.C.) have 
never been included in his reprinted essays. 
This is not the place to undertake a serious 
critical estimate. Such a bibliography as 
this is intended for those who already know 
what beauty, fun, good sense, shrewd criti- 
cism, wise sentiment, fantastic fancy his 
books contain; for those who have already 
taken into their favour a personality which 
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pervades, without ever being obtrusive, the 
work of one of the most various of con- 
temporary authors; of one who is a poet, 
novelist, essayist, dramatist, memoirist, war- 
correspondent, critic, and jester.

Maurice Barine’s first appearance in print 
was in 1891, in a Plymouth paper called 
The Western Magazine Portfolio, for the 
February and June issues of which he wrote 
two poems, one for each issue. In the same 
year, in the September Lemple Bar, he con- 
tributed, under the pseudonym of “ Present 
Etonian,”’ a poem entitled Ka\Niorevpa. 

It is interesting to note that Maurice 
Baring wrote, in “* The Yellow Book”’ the 
first criticism to appear in English of Anatole 
France; he wrote this article at the suggestion 
of Henry Harland. 

Maurice Baring has, as is well known, 
written frequent poems, letters, and articles 
in reviews, magazines and newspapers— 
including The Saturday Review, The National 
Review, The Morning Post, The New States- 
man, The Fortnightly Review, The Evening 
News, The Times, The Datly Express and 
The London Mercury; also articles in the 
‘Encyclopedia Britannica.” 

Poems by Maurice Baring have appeared 
in various anthologies, notably in “‘ Georgian 
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Poetry,” “ Poems of To-Day,” “ The Oxford 
Book of Victorian Verse,” and ‘‘ An Antho- 
logy of Modern Verse”; also in ‘The 
Cenotaph,” 1923. Maurice Baring wrote 
an Introduction to “ Kossovo,” an anthology 
of Serbian poetry, published at Oxford. 
Maurice Baring was war-correspondent to 
The Morning Post during the Russo-Japanese 
War, 1904, and to The Times in the Balkan 
Wars of 1912.
